And amid all the speculation of 

the press, the volubility of clubs pe- 
Ntical and the quesiionings and the 
arguments of the homebound mer- 
chant and businessman, ane fact 
emerges clear cut and uncontested. 
The Imperial conference of 1930 
meets in a time of crisis and 
charged with a heavy duty—the 
duty of pointing the road and mak- 
ing clear the way. It is almost, in- 
deed, faced with the question: “To 
be, or not to be.” 

An instance of this belief was af- 
forded Wednesday by a despatch from 
New Zealanc quoting Sir George El- 
ott, chairman of the Bank of New 
Zealand, as saying: If Great Britain's 
representatives at the Imperial con- 
ference stand firm for the old free 
trade policy it might result in loosen- 
ing the bonds of Empire 

Weuld Mean Much 

Sir George pointed out that 8Q per 
cent of New Zealand's imports came 
from Britain and claimed that while 
the cost to Britain of a tax on for- 
eign foodstuffs would be small, such a 
levy would do immeasurable good to 
the Dominions 

Premier Hertzog’s main mission on 
behalf of South Africa is reported to 
be the securing of definite admission 
of the right of a dominion to secede 


lin of Australia will 
come with the commonwealth's finan- 
cial troubles. And Premier Bennett of 
Canada will have the herculean tack 
of arranging a market for a large 
portion, at least, of Canada's unsold 
wheat 

And over and above these concrete 
problems is the growing necessity of 
securing greater Empire co-operation 
in an economic and an intellectual 
sense. 

It was announced Wednesday that 
the delay in making known the con- 
ference agenda was not due to dif- 
ferences of opinion among its authors 
and its critics, but merely due to ad- 
ministrative reasons, 

Prime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald will broadcast a 20-minute speech 
on the evening of the opening day 
Wednesday, October 1—of the con- 
ference over which he will preside. 
There will be many social events dur- 
ing the conference and these will cul- 
minate in the giving of a dinner at 
Buckingham Palace by His Majesty 
to the Dominion premiers.

that boasts of a population of about 
300 people. 

Strictly speaking, the country home 
of this intermationally-known capital- 
ist lies just outside Aldenham parish 
The village maintains its respectful 


Hall is popularly referred to. At one 
side of the entrance to the driveway 
the slender shingle spire of Aldenham 
parish cl h rises above th tre 
tops, and at the other side a low, 
bling, mysterious building crouche 
beneath the Jong branches. It used to 
be the village but is now adorned 
with a wooden b er which bears the 
Strange device, “Social Club.” 

In.a day when the whole squire 
system has come unpinned and is 
tumbling to bits, Squire Morgan's 
village of Aldenham is a shining sur- 
al of squirearchy done with a Na- 
mic touch. 

Te is mot very much of Alden- 
ham village. A hundred yards down 
the road the church spire lifting above 
the thick green masses of the trees is 
the only indication that a village exists 
there. There are no shops along the 
single twisting street 

“Social Club” Busy 

Throughout most of the week the 
“Social Club” is empty and idle during 
the daytime But in the evening 
and on Saturday afternoons its baths, 
billiard room, cinema, library, hal) a 
cafe, all of them in the one rembii 
building. and the playing fields 
round it, are crowded with’ Squi 
Morgan's farmhands. 

The rest of the village looks sim-

The pedigreed herd of Jersey cat- 
tle ts pastured near the dark cedars 
which sereen the big houre itvelf 
but moét of Squire Morgan's fine 
stock is bred and pastured on his 
other place, Church farm, in the vil- 
lage. Here he raises Shorthorn eat- 
tle and white Yorkshire pigs, and his 
farm buildings are some of the most 
up-to-date in the country, buildings 
which have been erected regardless 
of expense, ac it is the duty of squires 
to erect their farm buildings 

Flectric light, running water tn 
each stall and light railways running 
between the rows of stalis make these 
farm bulidings models of their kind. 

Among the country houses of Eng- 
land Wall Hall is in no way remarx- 
able, It was built a little before 1800 
and some time later received the name 
of Aldenham Abbey, although it has 
never been an abbey or anything els< 
other than @ country residence

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TRADING WITH RUSSIA 

The Soviet has been dumping grain, 
timber and some other commodities into 
Britain at prices which have demoral- 
ized the market there and raised a 
swelling chorus of protests from pro- 
ducers and dealers who are loaded up 
with stocks imported from other 
sources. 

Lord Beaverbrook should cable Mos- 
cow his thanks for this timely assist- 
ance in the somewhat uphill campaign 
he is waging to surround Britain with 
a protective tariff. And the Conserva- 
tive party should follow with a note of 
appreciation to Stalin for thus demons- 
trating the results of the Macdonald 
Government's policy of renewing trade 
relations with the Reds. 


For a good many years thefe has 
been in the statute book of the city a 
bylaw which requires that owners of 
bicycles shall equip their silent steeds 
with bells and lights. This bylaw has 
not been enforced in any consistent way, 
has, in fact, been ignored with some- 
thing approaching common consent, and 
a “wheel” with either piece of equip- 
ment attached is rather a curiosity. 

It is high time to unearth this long in- 
operative piece of legislation and put it 
actually into force. Traffic is increas- 
ing. Bicycles are scooting in all direc- 
tions, day and night. The days are 
shortening and the long dark evenings 
are here again. For the safety of the 
riders themselves and of the public, dis- 
regard of these safety provisions should 
be no longer winked at. As the authori- 
ties have been parties to this disregard 
for years, they should in fairness give 
public notice that the enforcement of 
the bylaw is to begin and name a date 
when the period of grace will end. 


WHO DIDN’T VOTE? 

In the Edmonton electoral district, 
at the provincial general elections held 
in June, the names of 20,582 men were 
on the voters’ list. Of these, 12,119 
voted; the remaining 8,463 did not vote. 

The names of 18,627 women were on 
the list. Of whom 9,760 voted, and §,- 
867 did not vote. 

In Calgary, the names of 22,707 men 
were on the list; 13,631 voted; 9,076 did 
not vote. 

The names of 20,510 women were on 
the list in that electoral division; 11,350 
voted; 9,160 did not vote. 

A stock argument against extending 
the franchise to women was that women 
would not vote if they were given the 
chance. Here are the latest official fig- 
ures upon which to base a calculation 
as to the correctness of that supposi- 
tion. ‘ 

Whatever conclusions may be worked 
ed out by conjurors of decimal points 
and expert percentage artists as to 
whether the men or the women provided 
most of the “slackers” on election day, 
the broad fact stands out that neither 
class has very good warrant to cast 
stones at the other .for disregard of 
electoral duty. 

Obviously, voting is not an increas- 
ingly popular pastime among the elec- 
tors of these cities, and neither the long- 
enfranchised males nor the recently-en- 
franchised females showed any excess 
enthusiasm ds to the outcome of the 
provincial contest. 


> “USEFUL AND SUITABLE WORK” 


The Unemployment Relief Act that 
is being put through parliament pro- 
vides that :— 

“For the relief of unemployment, 
a sum not exceeding twenty million 
dollars is hereby appropriated and 
may be paid out of the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund of Canada for such 
purposes and under such terms and 
conditions as may be approved by the 
Governor in Council. 

“Without restricting the general- 
ity of the terms of the next preceding 
section hereof, and notwithstanding 
the provisions of any statute, the said 
sum of twenty million dollars may be 
expended in constructing, extending 
or improving public works and under- 
takings, railways, highways, bridges 
and canals, harbors and wharves; as- 
sisting in defraying the cost of distri- 
bution of products of the field, farm,

forest, sea, lake, river and mine; 
granting aid to provinces and munici- 
palities in any public work they may 
undertake for relieving unemployment 
and reimbursing expenditures made 
by provinces and municipalities in 
connection with unemployment, and 
generally in any way that will assist 
in providing useful and suitable work 
for the unemployed.” 

Whatever fault might be found 
with this legislation, it leaves nothing 
to be desired in the point of latitude. 
In effect the Ministers are handed a 
cheque for $20,000,000 and told to 
spend the money in any way they think 
will “assist in providing useful and suit- 
able work for the unemployed.” 

These terms are quite broad enough 
to include the purchase and improve- 
ment of the property which fronts and 
masks the Macdonald hotel;. an obliga- 
tion which rests solely with the Govern- 
ment, and which would provide a large 
amount of very useful work ‘of. a kind 
suitable for the fall and winter months. 

Aside from any assistance which the 
city council may ask in the carrying out 
of municipal undertakings, the atten- 
tion of the Government ought to be ur- 
gently called to the advisability of pro- 
ceeding with this project; not as a spe- 
cial favor to Edmonton, but as a mat- 
ter of faifness between Edmonton and 
other cities in which the Government- 
owned railway is building palatial ho- 
tels and providing them with suitable 
surroundings as a matter of good busi- 


ness.

WINNIPEG, Sept. 25.—With the 
two-fold purpote of securing Mani- 
toba's portion of the Dominion gov- 
ernment's twenty million dollar unem- 
ployment relief fund and requesting 

vernment ald in insuring a market 
‘or Canadian wheat, Premier John 
Bracken left Wednesday night for Ot- 
tawa. 

Before entraining fer the ¢apital, 
Mr, Bracken said in an interview he 
would present plans to the Federal 
government for promoting a home 
market for coarse grains and unfinish- 
ed livestock and assisting the agricul- 
tural industry generally, The state- 
ment was in line with his views ex- 
pressed when he met livestock leaders 
of the province in conference here Jast 
week t that time he suggested that 
surplus coarse grain be used to feed 
cattle this winter in Manitoba, pro- 
viding a market for the low priced 
commodities and raising the standard 
of the province's cattle 

Primarily, Mr. Bracken will acek 

$2,000,000 for unemployment reticf 
and will present his government's 
Program for work-providing con- 
struction. 
* ‘The province will continue its policy 
of financial assistance in the purchase 
of pure bred sires of cattle, sheep and 
hogs, the premier announced. Its pol- 
icy of limited assistance in purchase 
of sows also will be continued, 

The provincial department of agri- 
culture will co-operate With farmers 
in trying to lessen the cost of female 
livestock and wnfinished cattle by en- 
deavoring to get them re-sold in the 
communities where they have been 
raised, rather than having them ship- 
ped into stockyards and then shipped 
out again, resulting in increased cost 
owing to freight and other charges. 

Freight on Stock 

Mr. Bracken will request the Do- 
minion government to pay one-quarter 
of the cost of freight on dat 
sheep and hogs being shipped out to 
Manitoba farms prior to January 1 
and ask that the raiiways stand one- 
half the freight cost. The provincial 
government would pay the remaining 
quarter. Railways for some years, the 
premicr added, have paid one-quarter 
of this freight, 

To increase its loaning facilities for 
cattle fecding purposes, the Manitoba 
Cattle Loan Company, seeks from the 
provincial government monies suffi- 
cient for a short period and will re- 


duce interest charges to farmers from | 


8 to 7 per cent. Creditors at the same 
time will be requested not to exert 
undue pressure on debtor farmers.
